Claims 1-38 have been cancelled. Claim 39 has been amended. Claims 40- 50 
have been added. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1-13-05 and 4-14-05 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. 

The amendment filed 1-13-05 was not entered. 
The amendment filed 1-13-05 has been entered. 

A corrected initialed copy of the 1449 filed 6-7-01 is provided herewith. The copy 
signed 8-9-04 did not address the US Patents or WO documents listed. 

The IDS filed 4-14-05 is a duplicate of the IDS filed 1-13-05 and has been 
marked as such and provided herewith. The IDS filed 1-13-05 has already been 
considered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 

The rejection of claim 19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, has been 
withdrawn because the claim has been canceled. 

The enablement rejection regarding "tumor specific" has been withdrawn in view 
of applicants arguments, i.e. the specification and the art at the time of filing taught 
subtractive hybridization was used to obtain RNA specific to particular types of cells and 
the art at the time of filing referred to "tumor-specific" antigens (see, e.g., Tokuraku, 
Kurpad, and Elson in the IDS filed 1-13-05). 
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The enablement rejection regarding using APC that do not express an antigen 
encoded by the RNA in claim 19 has been withdrawn because the claim was canceled 
and because the new claims require "producing APC that functionally present said 
antigen on the surface thereof." 

The enablement rejection regarding contacting any T lymphocyte as broadly 
claimed with RNA-loaded APC to obtain CTL in claim 19 has been withdrawn because 
the claim was canceled and because claims 39 and 45 require contacting the APCs with 
lymphocytes comprising CTL or with CD8+ T cells. 

Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 19 and 39 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,670,186 in view of the disclosure of '186 has been withdrawn because 
claim 19 was canceled and because applicants filed a terminal disclaimer over 
6,670,186 on 1-13-05 (duplicate provided on 4-14-05). 

The rejection of claims 19 and 39 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,387,701 in view of the disclosure of 701 has been withdrawn because 
claim 19 was canceled and because applicants filed a terminal disclaimer over- 
6,387,701 on 1-13-05. 

The rejection of claims 19 and 39 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-29 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,306,388 in view of the disclosure of '388 has been withdrawn because 
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claim 19 was canceled and because applicants filed a terminal disclaimer over 
6,306,388 on 1-13-05.
